A hot spell’s toll isn’t as readily measured as a 
storm's, b ut in such a scorcher as the present one, the 
loss must b e tremendous. 
Think of the man-hours 
lost in plants that hav e curtailed activ ity. 
Think of 
the reduced efficiency in those that remain 
open 
Think of all the stenographers who misspell words b e­ 
tween trips to the water cooler. Think of the damage 
to roads, the wear and tear on tempers. 
The heat 
is all-perv ading, confining itself to no one area as a 
storm usually does. 
Viewed from the middle of a heat wav e. January’s 
sub zero temperatures look more attractiv e. 
At least, 
they can b e av oided b y staying indoors. A heat wav e, 
on the otter hand, seeks out those who take refuge 
Indoors. 
Only the comparativ e few v ouchsafed the 
pleasures of air-conditioning hav e places of refuge— 
and the heat is waiting for them each time they v en­ 
ture forth. 
Now there are rumors of "cold air masses" teeter­ 
ing on the b rink of the great div ide and preparing to 
scuttle to the eastern seab oard. Like the circus « par­ 
âtes of y ore , howev er, they are long promised and 
usually late, apparently postponing their arriv al Just 
to make the forecasters look b ad. 


Science's Iron Curtain 
* Dismissal of two leading Russian b iologists and 
the closing of their lab oratory is the latest incident in 
a struggle that has b een going on more than a decade. 
It first came to world attention in 1936 when T. D. 
Lysenko, then as now the fair-haired b oy of Russian 
rcientists, conducted a pub lic deb ate on genetics with 
N. I. Vav ilov , one of the world’s most respected auth­ 
orities on the sub ject. 
The question of doctrine inv olv ed was whether 
acquired characteristics are transmissib le to offspring. 
To reduce the sub ject to Its lowest political denom 
inator. the argument was ov er whether the socialistic 
env ironment will in a few generations ev olv e a nob ler 
v ariety of human b eing. 
Vav ilov , in common with 
most contemporary b iologists, held that character­ 
istics acquired as the result of purely env ironmental 
circumstances are not passed from (me generation to 
another. For this he was expelled and died soon after 
under circumstances nev er officially explained. 
Others hav e come forward to take up Vav ilov s 
crfuments, b ut most saw the light and recanted. 
Under Lysenko's prompting, the academy of agricul­ 
tural sciences lias now passed a resolution calling for 
the rewriting of b iology textb ooks so that the young 
“may not b e polluted b y false b ourgeois principles.' 
As in music, literature and politics, Russian scien­ 
tists must chart their course b y what Stalin thinks 
All holding* v iews at v ariance with his are sab oteurs 
dev tatkmlsta, formalists and b ourgeois toadies. Crea­ 
tiv e thought c a n t liv e in such an atmosphere.

PARENTS worry when the child’s 
growth ov ershoots or fails to keep 
pace with the schedule which seems 
to them to b e normal. Ver yoften 
they come to the doctor in the hope 
that he can supply a magic pill 
which will slow or speed growth. 
We do hav e some glandular sub ­ 
stances, called hormones, which will 
hav e such an effect, particularly in 
cases where the stature 
is 
ov er- 
short, b ut the wise doctor will use 
them sparingly. 
Careful Examination 
Indeed, he wiU not use them at all 
unless he i* first conv inced b y care­ 
ful examination that their lack is 
holding the child b uck. As a matter 
of fact there are many other fac­ 
tors which may b e responsib le for 
short stature. The first of these is 
heredity. 
Short parents are likely 
to hav e short children. 
Moreov er, 
the child of tall parents will grow 
faster than the ehild of short pat­ 
ents. Occasionally, a child wfll seem 
to b e late In starting the upward 
spurt which ordinarily 
b egins 
in 
the early teens, b ut this is only 
b ecause he happens to b e a late- 
maturing indiv idual'. When the ma­ 
turing period comes, he will make 
up for lost time, and thus treat­ 
ment with glandular extracts is in­ 
adv isab le. 
It has teen found that the giv ing 
of testorterone will cause a speed­ 
ing up of growth. 
Howev er, it is 
impossib le to know 
whether 
this 
speeding up adds anything to the 
ultimate height, or whether is sim­ 
ply b rings the child more quickly to 
the height he would hav e reached 
naturally. Then, too, one must con­ 
sider whether or not such treatment 
may hav e harmful effects. 
Hence, 
there is no adv antage in speeuuig 
up growth in such children if they 
are going to reach nonnal height 
without the treatment. 
There is no point at all in treat­ 
ing with glandular 
extracts 
the 
child who is short b ecause of the 
rav ages of heart disease or poor diet. 
In the firstinstance, the disease it­ 
self should receiv e attention; in the 
second, the diet should b e changed 
to giv e the youngster the amount 
and kind of food he needs to grow 
cm. 
Where shortness is due to lack of 
secretion from the thyroid

Parents are

too fast. This rapid growth occurs 
at the maturing period of girls just 
as it does in b oys. Parents must re­ 
memb er that this rate of growtn 
will not continue indefinitely and 
that with the onset of the regular 
monthly periods, it will almost cer­ 
tainly stop. Tall girls should ieurn 
to carry their stature with poise. 
It is' true that in an occasional 
rare instance there may b e some 
disturb ance of the pituitary gland 
which is responsib le for 
ab normal 
height. To determine when such a 


condition is present 
a 
thorough 
study b y a specialist in glandular 
disorders may b e necessary. Unfor­ 
tunately, howev er, in these cases 
there is not a great deal which can 
b e done to reliev e the condition. 
If there is concern ov er the child’s 
stature, the b est thing to do is to 
seek the physician’s adv ice. He "will 
adv ise as to whether or not anv 
ab normal condition is present and 
if so, what treatment would b e most 
effectiv e.

Gives Russians His 


Opinion On Soviet 


(B y 
Prw*) 
WROCLAW. Poland, Aug. 28 — A 
New Yorker accused Russian dele­ 
gates to the World Congress of In­ 
tellectuals today of 
warmongering 
and irresponsibility in falsely a t­ 
tacking the United States. 
Dr. Bry n Hovde, director of the 
new school of social research in New 
York, spoke after the Russian re­ 
porter, 
Ily a 
Ehrenberg, 
accused 
Americans of preparing for a ‘‘bar­ 
baric war." 
Hovde said tha t as for im perial­ 
ism, the Russians do not take a 
back seat to any one in demanding 
their own way in the world. 
He 
said the Soviets are assuming “the 
probability , if not the actual ex ist­ 
ence, of war between the 
United 
"States and Russia.” 
Prof. A. P, Tay lor of Ox ford, a 
British delegate, described the con­ 
gress as one of “hate and war and 
not of peace.” 
Hovde, one of 34 American dele­ 
gates, answered titte r attacks 
mi 
the UMS, by Russian novelist Alex­ 
ander Fadiejev and others. He de­ 
plored the stream of Russian inves- 
tive against Americans in the con­ 
gress, which was advertised as in 
"defense of peace.” 
He said Russian charges that the 
United States seeks world domina­ 
tion are untrue. 
He 
denied 
also 
that the European aid program has 
sinister designs. He said America is 
not perfect, but added: 
We in America do not think ev­ 
ery thing is perfect in the 
Soviet 
Union. We do not for one moment 
change our personal freedom 
for 
the control of opinion and ex pres­ 
sion that we know to be the basis 
of political power in Soviet Russia. 
We w ant no secret police knocking 
at our doors. 
We w ant no labor 
camps for political prisoners.”

West talks in Moscow.

His so-called retire­ 
m ent to the Black Sea coast whis­

Science Redesigns Corn 
Plant; Easy To Harv est 


BROOKHAVEN. N. Y.. Aug. 28 
Science has redesigned the gangling 
field corn plant, reducing it in size 
and thus making it easier to harvest 
and less vulnerable to storms. 
Dr. W. R alph Singleton, senior 
geneticist of Brookhaven 
National 
laboratory , announced y esteday tnat 
he had succeeded in developing the 
new stubby plant which grows to 
about the height of an average man. 
It had slightly sm aller ears but 
more plants can be grown on 
single acre so that the overall y ield 
does not suffer. 
The smaller stalks will simplify 
the task of the seed man, who lias 
to shake the tassels at the top of 
the plant to obtain pollen for fertil­ 
izing the seed. 
Dr. Singleton said he approached 
the problem from the viewpoint that 
“it is much easier to make a six 
foot com plant than a fourteen-foot 
man."

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Railroads Ask For 


Higher Freight Rate 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 28 — The 
railroads asked today for 
higher 
freight rates on coal, cake and iron 
ore. 
The proposed increases, the 
railroad said, would y ield $140.000,000 
a y ear on the basis of 1947 traffic. 
The carriers asked the Interstate 
Commerce commission for a nation­ 
wide rate Increase of 25 cents a net 
ton or 28 cents a gross ton on hard 
and soft coal and coke. A raise of 
20 oents a ton (net or gross) was 
asked for iron ore in the east and 
south. 
The railroads said 
the 
freight 
rates on coal, coke and iron ore 
hav e not kept pace with the rise in 
rates on other commodities. 
Since 1939, the railroads’ petition 
said, rates on anthracite have ad­ 
v anced about 27 per cent, those on 
coke 25 per cent and those on iron 
ore 20 per cent. On all commodities, 
including coal, coke and iron oie, 
rates have advanced about 
44 per 
cent.

Army announced today that the sen­ 
tence of Sapt. Vincent F. Cochrane of 
Kent, O., convicted of killing an en­ 
listed man, has been reduced from 
20 to 10 years at hard labor by Army 
Secretary Kenneth C. Royall. 
Cochrane will be confined at the 
New Cumberland Disciplinary bar­ 
racks or the Lewisburg, Pa„ Fed­ 
eral penitentiary, He ceases to be 
an officer. 
Cochrane was convicted 
of 
the 
slaying of Pvt. Roy L. Conrad of 
the 71st Constabulary Squadron at 
Schwablsh Hall, Germany on March 
25, 1947. He pleaded innocent but 
was found guilty and sentenced to 
dismissal from the service and con­ 
finement for life at hard labor- 
This term later was reduced to 20 
years and dismissal. Royall further 
reduced the sentence after the case 
Was considered by the judge advo­ 
cate general's board of review.

brother in the neck. Ronald reload­ 
ed the rifle, pushed the barrel into 
hfe mouth and pulled the trigger. 
"I tried to get the gun away from 
him (Ronald) when he said he 
wanted to shoot 
himself," Jones 
quoted Goetschl, "but he pushed 
me away and ran down the road.’

FCC Still Intends 


To Cut Give-Aways

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 8 —The Fed­ 
eral 
Communications 
commission 
said today it is going right ahead 
with its proposal to outlaw radio 
programs whose principal appeal is 
through giving away big prises. 
Some question of 
the 
commis­ 
sion’s authority to do th a t has been 
raised in congressional quarters in 
view of the recent changes in the 
Communications Act. The commis­ 
sion said the changes will make no 
difference except in its approach to 
the matter. 
Originally , a section of the Com­ 
munications Act gave the 
agency 
specific authority to deal with lot­ 
tery and "give-away ” 
radio 
pro­ 
grams. 
The recent session of con­ 
gress shifted this provision to the 
criminal code. For this reason, some 
congressional sources contended, any 
action against give-away programs 
would have to come from the Justice 
department. 
Not so. the commission said. In­ 
stead of acting under the lottery 
section, the FCC said it can adopt 
rules covering the conduct of sta­ 
tions. The commission has 
broad 
authority there. 
The commission has set no date 
for its proposed anti-lottery rules to 
go into effect. 
Any one who wants 
to oppose them was given 
until 
September 10 to file a statem ent.

ARMY CUIS DRAFT 
QUOTA FOR FAIL 


Not Equipped To Handle 
Larger Number O! 
Draftees 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 28 —Lack of 
training facilities has led the Army 
to cut its November draft quota to 
slightly more than 10.0C0 men, it 
was disclosed today. 
The Army sent its November man­ 
power requirements to the National 
Munitions Board early this week . 
Officials would say only that 
it 
called for “between 10,000 and 15,- 
000" draftees. 
However. 
defense 
department 
sources said the Army was not yet 
equipped to handle the larger num­ 
ber and that the November call 
would be “closer to 10,000 than 15,- 
000.” 
The National Munitions Board re­ 
ceives the draft requirements of the 
Army, Navy and Aalr Force, screens 
them, and funnels the total to Se­ 
lective Service headquarters. It was 
expected to forward the Army’s No­ 
vember request to draft officials 
early next week , probably Monday. 
The Army expects to be in a po­ 
sition to raise its draft cell to 15.0C0 
in December. After that, it will in­ 
crease gradually until it reaches 30,- 
000 a month. 
The Navy and Air Force do not 
anticipate mak ing any request for 
draftees. 
They hope to reach full 
strength by voluntary enlistments 
alone. 
Under the new draft act, all men 
18 through 25 must register, al­ 
though 18 -yeAr olds are not subject 
to induction. 
Registrations start next Monday 
for men born between Aug. 30 and 
Dec. 31, 1922. Here’s a schedule of 
registration dates for other age 
group*: 
Tuesday-Wednesday—Men born in 
1923. 
ThUTSday-Friday — Men born in 
1924. 
Sept. 4 and 6-7—l^en born in 1925. 
Sept. 8 -9—Men bom in 1926. 
Sept. 
10-11—Men bom in 1927. 
Sept. 
13-14—Men bom in 1928. 
Sept. 
15-16—Men bom in 1929. 
Sept. 17-18 — Men bom between 
Jan. 1 and Sept. 19, 1930.

though it appears more than lik ely 
to top last year’s 103,000 units. 
Hudson built 300,962 cars in 1929 
but only once since then has it gone 
above 123,000 units. 
Elsewhere in the industry mate­ 
rials shortages continue to retard 
output and there is no immediate 
prospect that the scarcities can te 
overcome to the point where produc­ 
tion can reach the. hoped-for 125,- 
OCO units a week level. The Indus­ 
try has been trying to reach that 
volume ever since peacetime pro­ 
duction was resumed in mid-1945. 
At the moment the shortage of 
castings is more acute throughout 
the industry than is the scarcity of 
cold rolled sheet steel. The industry 
at no time this year has had all 
the sheet metal it wanted and it 
probably will want much more than 
It will get for the next year or 
more. 
Nevertheless industry experts still 
are predicting the car and truck 
mak ers will manage to roll out close 
to 5.000.000 units during the current 
year.
